. MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., Dec. 16.—The 
Brunen murder trial was unexpectedly 
interrupted this. afternoon when thé 
presecution and ‘the defense announced 
that they were unable to proceed because 
of the absencé of witnesses. The defense 
had placed twenty witnesses on the 
stand when Walter Keown, counsel for 
Mrs. Doris Brunen and her brother, 
Harry C. Mohr, on trial for the killing 
of her husband, “ Honest John” Brunen, 
circus owner, announced that five more 
witnesses had failed to appear, but he 
expected they would be in court to- 
morrow. 

Justice Kalisch expressed annoyance 
at the delay and then asked Frosecutor 
Kelsey if he was ready to cali witnesses 
in rebuttal. Kelsey explained that it was 


take up the entire day and he had sent 
his rebuttal witnesses away. 

“It was wrong for both of you to 
speculate on the length of time it would 
take- for the examination of witnesses 


for the defense,” said Justice Kalisch, 
with’a show of impatience. | ae have a 
mind to close this case now.’

man. Two of the convicts, Ernest Mayo 
and Grover L. Duncan, are serving life 
terms in Trenton for murder. The “con- 
victs were brought to the court in a 
motor bus guarded by armed keepers. 

Other witnesses for the defense corrob- 
orated Mohr’s story that he was in Phila- 
delphia at the time Poweil tesiified that 
he shot Brunen through a window of 
the Brunen home at Riverside on March 
10. last. Powell ‘had said that Moar 
drove him to Riyerside In a_ coupe, 
waited for him at the Cambridge Rail- 
road Station and drove him back to 
Camdeén after the shooting 

Jules eR testified to. meeting Mohr 
in front of Mattie Mohr’s home in Phila- 
delphia on two occasions on the night 
of the murder and that they were joined 
by Miss Mohr Se second me and went 
to her apartmen 

Dr. “Willlam Poiaiede testified that 
Mohr shen to: his office about 8 o’clock 
on that evening and that they went to 
a meeting of the American Legion 
near by. David Goldberg testified that 
he saw Mohr at the meeting. 

Most of the witnesses for the defense 
formerly were connected with Brunen’s 
wircus. Howard Ellis, former calliope 
driver for Brunen, said that Brunen 
never rode at night from the Winter 
quarters of the circus at Williamstown 
to his house, as was testified by Powell. 
Ellis said that Brunen feared hold-up 
men and wouldn’t drive in his car after 
dusk. Powell had. testified that Mohr 
on several occasions took him out on 
the road leading from the Winter 
quarters to the brunen home “ to knock 
John off’’ as he passed. 

Melvin Knaub, who said he was a doc- 
tor of mechanico-theraphy, and who up 
to 1921 was ‘‘ bally-hoo’’ man and Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the Brunen show, 
testified that Bruneh was cruel to his 
wife and daughter.. He said that the 
girl frequently spoke Ceeenowettalty of 
her father after the killing. He de- 
clared that on one occasion Hazel. said 
to Mrs. Brunen, in his presence: ‘‘ To 
think, Dot, of them cage my uncle 
Harry locked up on the word of a dope 
fiend like Powell.’ 

Harry Bentum, who said that he for- 
merly was a@vance agent for the Bru- 
nen circus, testified that Hazel told him 
she was glad th that her father was dead, 
because she wouid have more freedom. 
As he was about to leave the witness 
stand Bentum said: 

‘The world at large‘is better off with 
Brunen dead, because of the damage he 
did to other ‘people and his unfair deal- 
ings with other showmen.’”’

Future Hearings Depend Latge- 
ly on Possible Action by Rep- 
"resentative Woodruff. 


HE HAS To SEE DOCUMENTS. - 


Admits to Committee That Attorney 
General's Activities Since April 
Negatived Many of His Charges, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Proceedings 
before the House Judiciary Committee, 
in. connection with the impeachment 
charges brought against Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty by Representative Kel- 
ler, Republican, of Minnesota, appeared 
today to be nearing an end, -It was in- 
dicated that the scope of future hear- 
ings would depend to a large measure 
upon the nature ef Information to be 
y\aid.before the committee by Represen- 
tative Woodruff, Republican, of Michi- 
gan, after his examination of docu- 
ments at the Department of Justice. 

The committee in proceeding with the 
hearing on its own initiative, had be- 
fore it today Mr. Woodruff and Repre- 
, ‘Sentative Johnson, Republican, of South 

_ Dakota. Both emphasized that they 
had had no part: in. the drafting of the 
Keller charges and that*they were ap- 
pearing solely in response to an invita- 
tion from Chairman Volstead. 

Mr. * Woodruff, who has charged 
failure by the Attorney General to pros- 
ecute war fraud cases, told the commit- 
tee that since he made his charges in 
April the situation had changed “ due to 
the fact that the Attorney General has 
started suit‘ or taken the necessary ac- 
tion to begin proceedings in at least six 
of the eight or nine cases I mentioned 
in my charges.” 

He stated that he had no desire to em- 
barrass the Attorney Gerteral in: the 
prosecution of the cases, but added: 

‘* Ie the committee is to-go into any- 


thing outside of the Keller charges I 
wiles submit some other evidence.’’ 

6 said he was represented by counsel, 

L. Scaife, formerly an re of 
the Department of Justice. asked 
— several seceees in. the De ent. 
furnished the committee and that = 
tive correspondence relating to 
Wright-Martin case be made coultabee 
to himself and counsel. 

Some committeemen ‘wanted to know 
why. he needed an attorney and he re- 
plied that he was not a lawyer and had 
retained counsel to assist in the orderly 
ay oe of evidence. Representa- 

, Graham s ited that the com- 
ed pon to take care 
of orderly procedure.”’ 

The member said that~some 
of the charges he might present would 
be of an impeachable character, but he 
could not form a definite opinion until 
he had examined the documents at the 
Department of Justice. 

Questioned about reports that he had 
been “ shadowed ’’ by operatives of the 
Department of Justice, Representative 
Woodruff told the committee he had not 
intended to go into that, but. that he 

ad “‘ reason to believe ’’ that not only 
had. he been,‘ * shadowed, ** but that his 
mail, had. been ‘interfered with” and 
his office entered and ‘“ documents 
removed.’ 

‘Whether I- ‘was ‘ shadowed’. by ‘one 
or 1,0000 operatives was a matter of 
the utmost indifference to me,”’ said he. 
‘I had no to conceal, and had they 
desired to my mail ‘YY would have 
left it open for them.’ 

Declaring he had been “ ive John Pe 
into the hearing, Representative — 
son said the charges he made 
* Tfouse relating..to alleged war pee 
were directed solely at the War Depart- 
ment. If the committee wanted to go 
into these charges he was prepared to 
give the names of witnesses to support 
them. He added that there were officers 
in the department who “should be 
court-martialéd, instead of promoted.’’ 

As to the Department of Justice action 
in regard to war fraud cases, Mr. John- 
son said that in his judgment Mr. 
Daugherty had proceeded with reason- 
able promptness in bringing suits con- 
sidering that he had had to reorganize 
the department after he came into office 
and had to have great masses of in- 
formation relating to the alleged frauds 
examined before any move could be 
made. 

Mr. Johnson’ was excused and Assist- 
ant Attorney General’ Seymour an- 
rounced that if -Mr. Woodruff and his 
attorney would go to the Department: of 
Justice all the* papers relating to the 
Wright-Martin case would be submitted 
to them. The committee voted later to 
tear Mr. Woodruff in executive session 
tomorrow.

Full details of the personally con- 
ducted tour of the’ Giants and White 
Sox through the Southland next Spring 
were exposed by Secretary Jim Tierney 
yesterday.

to the opening of the season on the 17th 
of April: 

It looks like hard work and more of 
it for the champions of the world in 
March and April. There will be no soft, 
languorous bed of roses for the lads who 
defeated the ¥anks in October. Going 
on the theory that the only way to keep 
a title is to work just a little bit harder, 
John Joseph McGraw has ‘mapped out 
@ longer schedule than last season. 
Nineteen games with the Sox have been 
substituted for the thirteen of last year, 
and a half dozen other contests will be 
played with minor league teams. 

More than that, McGraw has added 
another full. week to the training pro- 
gram. The regular season will start a 
week later, but the Giants will be at 
San\ Antonio just as early as ever be- 
fore. They will. start work on March 
1, play the first game with Chicago on 
the 17th and not. break camp until the 
80th, five days after their getaway date 
last season. From San Antonio they 
will jump to Dallas and Fort Worth, 
then ‘td Shreveport, La., and from there 
to Vicksburg and Jackson, Miss. Six 
games will be played in Tennessee, one 
at Portsmouth, Va., and then the tour- 
ing athletes will come back to the Polo

MOUNT HOLLY, N. J., Dec. 20.—The 
jury in the Brunen murder trial at 8:20 
o'clock tonight acquitted Mrs. Doris 
Mohr Brunen and found her brother, 
Harry C. Mohr, guilty of murder in the 
first degree for the killing of her hus- 
band ‘‘ Honest John’’ Brunen, circus 
owner. The jury recommended life im- 
prisonment at hard labor for Mohr. 

Mrs. Brunen wept as the jury was 
polled, and when Justice. Kalisch an- 
nounced that he would sentence Mohr 
on Jan. 9, she turned to him and said: 
“Cheer up, Harry.” Then Justice 
Kalisch ordered her to rise and said: 

“ Mrs. Brunen,, the jury has acquitted 
you of the murder of your husband, and 
you are discharged from custody.’ 

Mrs. Brunen fell back in her chair and 
the convicted man stooped over and 
kissed her. Three State troopers stood 
guard about Mohr while two court at- 
tendants placed- handcuffs on him pre- 
paratory to taking him back to the 
Burlington County jail, where he and 
his sister had been imprisoned since 
last April. A report had been in circu- 
lation that a pistol would be passed to 
Mohr in the event of his conviction and 
that he would-attempt to shoot his way 
out of court. As the attendants started 
for the jail with hint Mohr’ called out:

The verdict in Mrs. Brunen’s case was 
not a surprise, but there were many 
persons in the court who thought Mohr 
either would be found guilty of the full 
offense charged in the indictment, with 
death in ‘the electric chair, or that he, 
too, would be acquitted. 

Justice Kalisch practically ordered the 
jury to acquit Mrs. Brunen and declared 
that there could be no middle course 
in the case of her brother. He declared 
that Mohr was guilty of murder in the 
first degree or he was innocent. He 
added, however, that the jury could 
recommend life imprisonment “‘ though 
there is. no element of second degree 
murder in thfs case.” — 

**To me the testimony against Doris 
brunen seems very meager,” the Court 
said. .‘‘ It comes from Powell, the self- 
confessed murderer, and Hazel Brunen, 
her seventeen-year-old . stepdaughter. 

They are the only two witnesses who

New York at on thé eve of disclosure 
of’ 2 gigantic poker scandal in “which 
one. man/is said to have “lost .several 
hundred. thousand: dollars, according to 
information. which came to light yester- 
day with the arrest of two men_on the 
rare charge of being common gamblers. 

According to detectives - who servéd 
warrants on’ the two’ men, they are 
armed with a sheaf of warrants for 
others, and when their roundup is com- 
pleted some of the most. notorious gam- 
blers ‘who have flourished here for many 
years will be under arrest. 

The. arrests yesterday grew out of a 
eonference at Police Headquarters at 
which Commissionér Enright and Chief 
Inspector William J. Lahey are said to 
have displayed great interest and to hay: 
assumed active direction of a crusade 
designed to get every well-known 
gambler in town off the streets and to 
punish all who can be shown to have 
been concerned in the poker parties in 
which the-fortune is said to -have been 
lost. 

‘In advance of completing their arrests, 
the police were reticént to such a degree 
regarding the’case that 6nly a bare out- 
line of it could be obtained. It was 
learned . that the complainant was 
Charles F. Meyer of White Plains, ° Mr. 
Meyer is understbod to have played for 
high stakes in a series of games in mid- 
Manhattan at which ‘his “partners are 
said to-have been men famed ‘as “‘ square 
guys,’ always ‘ready to risk their 
thousands ‘against those of any Plunger 
who cared to try his ‘luck. 

Mystery Shrouds Location. 

The precise location of the rooms in 
which the games are said to have been |‘ 
played—with Meyer as a ‘steady loser— 
has not been: disclosed, beyond the fact 
that one of them is said to Have oc- 
curréd in Forty-fourth Street, only a 
stone’s throw off Broadway. Only one

Before the Russian delegation arrived 
at Lausanne I outlined Russia’s ideas 
on the conference and her hopes for 
considerable success as a mediatin 
‘orce between the various natio 
rivalries which the Russians expected 
to find at Lausanne.

promising to be more than a basis ‘for 
action. e game he obviously intended 
to ‘play was one of opportunism, but so 
far no ag ete ty has come along.

It has en 
suggested that at noa and The 
the Russians stood pat because “4 
were not interested in Burope ony 
America. They hoped that America, for 
economic’reasons, would sooner or later 
make euch term$ with them that they 
could afford to disregard Europe for the 
present. If this. is true, Lausanne has 
doubtless undeceived them. 

But the real reason gos deeper. The 
Russians were genuinely convinced that 
their program for the settlement of the 
Straits problem was so much better 
than the British that the world would be 
practically bound to approve it. Why 
they thought so is comprehensible only 
to those who know the mentality of 
Russian Communists. 

The leaders of the Bolshevist Party, 
and,’ indeed, ae great majority of that 

arty, are sure of their own high 

deals and t oir own honesty of purpose 
as to be constantly forgetting that nine- 
tenths of the foreign countries regard 
them as beyond the. pale and have no 
confidence in their words or deeds. They 
really thought that no one would sus- 
pect them of ulterior motives when they 
suggested that Turkey, their ally, should 
have unrestricted control/of th po ger 3 
but they made up for their 1} of self- 
guspicion by an overdose of suspicion of 
every one else. 

Between this excess and that deficiency 
lies the reason for their failure at 
Lausanne.

American Attitude Pleases the Tu»«s. 


The Turks naturally attach gveat im- 
portance to the American point of view 
and tried to use it here to get rid of a 
Straits commission, but coule not suc- 
ceed. They will, of course, use it sub- 
sequently to try to weaken the inter- 
national hold on the Straits. They also 
hail America's willingness to trust Turk- 
ish promises and observe that now 
America naturally will pot. demand ony 
measures of supervision Or the Christian 
minorities in Turkey. If Turkish prom- 
ises arding the Straits. are good 
co or America they reason America 
be satisfied with Turkish prom- 
ises to deal justly with the minorities. 

Many Europgan . diplomats attribute 
the American ‘delegates’ opposition to 
the Straits commission to its being un- 
der the auspices of the League. That 
is apparently a. misconception, for Mr. 
Child declares that considerations of the 
League had re to do with his stand 
when he wrote his note which saic: 
“The representatives of . the . United
